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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The combination of 
Cross and the Admitted Prior Art discloses a loudspeaker having a spherical vibrator, a first and 
second baffle board, and a plurality of spacers, as discussed in the previous Office Action. 
However, the combination fails to disclose or suggest that the vibrator has a natural resonant 
frequency greater than any frequency in the desired bandwidth of the loudspeaker, as required by 
claim 2. In addition, the combination does not disclose nor suggest an open space between the 
first and second baffle boards, where only the spaces extend into the open space, as necessitated 
by claim 13. As pointed out by Applicant, Cross has an absorptive material 18 along with the 
spacers 24 between the baffles and there was no motivation to remove the absorptive material. 
As a result, independent claims 2 and 13 and their respective dependents are allowed.
